Sir: 

In order to comply with the duty of disclosure pursuant to 37 CFR 
§1.56, the attached documents entitled "Prior Art Assessment" and "List of Prior 
Art Sources" are being provided to the Patent Office. The circumstances in which 
the undersigned came into possession of these documents is set forth below, upon 
information and belief: 



The inventor, Andrei Mikheev, was employed by Harlequin Limited at 
the time he developed the invention claimed in the present application. In or about 
March 2000, Mr. Mikheev cooperated and assisted in preparing the provisional 
patent application from which the present application claims priority. In or about 
April 2000, Harlequin Limited sold part of its business to Xanalys Limited and Mr. 
Mikheev's employment was transferred to Xanalys Limited as part of the sale. In or 
about May 2000, Mr. Mikheev resigned from this employment at Xanalys Limited. 
Thereafter, according to his website, Mr. Mikheev co-founded Infologistics, a 
company that specializes in knowledge management and text mining. When the 
present non-provisional application was filed, Mr. Mikheev was no longer 
cooperative. 1 

In or about March 2001, the undersigned, as counsel for Xanalys 
Incorporated, 2 the assignee and applicants in this application, approached Mr. 
Mikheev for his signature on the non-provisional application. After not responding 
for some time, Mr. Mikheev finally responded with a letter dated August 30, 2001 
in which he asserted that he did not believe the claimed invention was patentable. 3

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His August letter was provided to the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office on 
September 19, 2001 as an attachment to a Letter Pursuant To Rule 37 C.F.R. 
§1 .56. In the August 30, 2001 letter, Mr. Mikheev listed four products that he 
believes to be prior art. Counsel for the assignee/applicant asked Mr. Mikheev to 
supply descriptions of these products in order to determine whether they are prior 
art. 

In response to counsel's request, Mr. Mikheev provided the attached 
"Prior Art Assessment," "List of Prior Art Sources" and a selection of references. 
Copies of those references are being provided to the U.S. Patent & Trademark 
Office as attachments to the accompanying Information Disclosure Statement. 

We note two important facts about the documents supplied by Mr. 
Mikheev: (1) Mr. Mikheev did not provide copies of all references that he cited nor 
full and proper citations for the references that were provided; and (2) Mr. Mikheev 
has demonstrated a conflict of interest between his obligations to his former 
employer Xanalys Limited, and his current employment. 

With regard to the references, the "Prior Art Assessment" document 
includes a reference list. However, some of the references that Mr. Mikheev 
provided in full copy, are not on the list but rather alternates, as indicated in the 
"List of Prior Art Sources" document. For some of the references, Mr. Mikheev 
summarily decided not to provide copies. The status of documents listed in the 
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r&Tf^rence list in the "Prior Art Assessment" document is summarized in the
